DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to tine Amendment filed 6 May 201 0. Claims 1 - 
13, 15 and 16 are now pending. The Examiner acknowledges the amendments to 
claims 1 and 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13, 15 and 16 are allowable over the prior art of record. The following 
is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 1-13 and 15, 
while the prior art teaches hooks for fixing a gastrointestinal device to the tissue of the 
gastrointestinal tract, the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
gastrointestinal device as claimed by Applicant, wherein distal extremities of fixation 
elements are capable of turning and pointing back towards an outer wall of a casing of 
the device after entering tissue of the gastrointestinal tract. 

Regarding claim 16, while the prior art teaches hooks for fixing a gastrointestinal 
device to the tissue of the gastrointestinal tract, the prior art of record does not teach or 
fairly suggest a gastrointestinal device as claimed by Applicant, wherein distal 
extremities of fixation elements are capable of turning and pointing back towards an 
outer wall of a casing of the device after entering tissue of the gastrointestinal tract.
